Skibhereen and Kwonesliee, the lu>t named 
winner of the Ticket of l,oavo Steeplechase at 
I.anrel. Also two or three green ones, the most 
promising of these being Frogtown.

DAM OF THE CELEBRATED RACER GREY EAGLE

Recently, in Daily Racing Form, the subject “Misty Old American Pedigrees" was considered by 
Mr. W. S. Vosbiirgli in an uncommonly interesting article in which lie discussed various famous American 
racing families concerning whose breeding there is. or lias been expressed, more or less doubt. llis 
point of departure was the fact that many American thoroughbreds, or. at least, horses considered 
thoroughbred in America, are debarred from registry in the English Stud Book !m-cuiis< of the inability 
to trace their pedigrees, in all removes, to orthodox English sources. 

Readers of this able article, who must si ill have it freshly in mind, will recall that Mr. Vos burgh 
took up at some length the pedigree of Hanover, that mighty race hors.- and progenitor whose blood 
has been instrumental in the production of many grand racers on Ix.ih sides of the Atlantic. As a 
matter of fact, there is more than one weak spot in the breeding of Hanover, from the British stand- 
point. with its insistence upon its own standards of what constitutes “pur sang” in thoroughbred blood. 
But the glaring flaw, which was especially considered, was Hanover's fourth dam (she was also the 
dam of that renowned hero of ancient days. Grey Eaglet, a mare called Ophelia, by Wild Medley. 

In a somewhat indirect way Mr. Voslutrgh chides the late Captain T. B. Merry (during his lifetime 
so well known as a turfite under the pen name of “Hidalgo'’) ns being “responsible for casting doubt 
upon the pedigrees of many American horses, including Hanover, when lie states on the authority of a 
man named Robert Wooding, who told him that Wild Medley, the sire of Ophelia (Hanover’s fourth 
dam) was *a myth unknown' and that 'nolxidy could have recalled seeing such a horse as Wild Medley.’ ” I 
Continuing. Mr. Voslmrgh gives a few particulars concerning, this family, hut does not advance any- 
thing which tends finally to invalidate the opinion that Captain Merry expressed in his hook. “The 
American Thoroughbred.” that Mr. Vosbiirgli quotes, especially when we lay aside hearsay and go direct 
to the “fountain bead" i. e., the American Stud Book -in tin- effort to ascertain the facts. When 

we have done so. and have finished researches, we can only feel that Captain Merry had grounds for 

his sfa . :.n in -’de f mu. what B.. nert Worming foci Idm. incident ally. fils eTiapter on “.Spurious 
Pedigrees.” in liis Imok referred to. I have failed to find any mention of Robert Wooding’s name, so 
I take it that lie must have used him as an authority in some other portion of his work which lias 
escaped my attention. 

If we wish to obtain the best possible light on Wild Medley, tin- plaee to go for it is. as abovesaid. 
the American Stud Book, compiled by the late Messrs. S. D.. B. G. and L. C. Bruce, and originally 
published (till- foundation volumes! in IsT.'t. In an appendix to Vol. il. is given a list of “Stallions 
from M to /, Whose Dams Have No Names.” and in this list (page JKSM. we find the following entry: 

"WILD MEDLEY, gr. h.. foaled . bred and owned by Captain Sunil. Washington, Virginia. 
By imported Mendoza. First dam by imported Pensacola ; “ml dam by Lindsay's Arabian; 3rd dam by 
imported Fearnauglit; 4llt dam by imported Arabian Banger; otli dam by old Roekingli 

This is all. As will Ih- seen, the year in which the horse was foaled is unknown and the line of 
dams, all unnamed, ends abruptly with the fifth one. Let us begin with the first one. the dam of Wild 
Medley. She is given as liy imported J’ensaeola. Who and what was imported Pensacola — a name that 
sounds strangely to the student of rating pedigrees? You will not f i ml him in the list of imported 
English stallions, for he did not come from England. But in Vol. I. of the Stud Book, on page 1.11. is 
given a brief list of ••Imported Spanish Horses.” which contains the following entry: 

“PENSACOLA— Nothing is known of this horse, except that lie was a tolerably good foal getter.” 

That is all. And right here, at the outset, we encounter a cross that cannot, under any consideration, 
be termed “thoroughbred.” Moving on, we come to the second dam. given as a mare by Limlsav's 

Arabian. This horse is recorded by Bruce on page 14. "i of Vol. I., where a somewhat detailed history of 

ois origin and career is given. It is highly traditional and embellished by incidents to modern ears 
incredible, lie was not an Arabian, hut a Barb, presented to nit Kiglish officer, it is claimed, by 

the Sultan of Morocco: was shipped to one of the West Indies by mistake, there lauded and by accident 

broke three of liis legs, whereupon lie was given away by bis owner to an American engaged in mari- 
time trade between the islands and New England. This Yankee “got the horse on board bis own 
vessel, secured him in slings and carefully set and bound up liis broken legs.” Thereafter In- dulv 
voyaged to Connecticut and landed there in 17fi*i. “then four years of age.” After making numerous 
seasons in New England he was sold in 177S to Virginia, where lie spent tin- rest of liis life. The 
date of liis death is unknown. 

NUMEROUS COMPLICATIONS MORE TO CONSIDER. 

The reader is at liberty to believe what ho wishes of this romantic narrative and to imagine as 

lirst lie can how a horse with three broken legs was ever gotten aboard a small sailing craft with 

the primitive appliances available in "one of the West India Islands” in 17(**1, and afterward nursed 
back to serviceable soundness and eventual long life. Even nowadays, with all modern improvements, 
veterinarians as a rule make no effort to save a horse that breaks two legs, considering it vain. 
Personally I have asked a host of horsemen and surgeons whether it would be possible to save one 
that bad broken three, and I. have never as yet found one that did not scout the idea. lit Vol. I. 
of the old "American Turf Register” you will find the wondrous story of "Lindsay's Arabian" told at 
still greater length by a correspondent signing himself simply “F..” with the date of September 10. 
1S37. “F.” apparently bears in advance the voices of doubting Thomases; for. while lie states that 

he had himself examined the horse and both saw and felt the irregularities on the three legs, caused 
by their broken bones, lie concludes as follows: “Make wliat use yon please of this statement; I will 
stand corrected in my narrative by any person who can produce tx-tter testimony respecting Lindsay's 
Arabian.” 

Having examined Pensacola and Lindsay’s Arabian, let us go on to Wild Medley’s third dam. She 
is given as by imported Fearnauglit. Here we encounter some firm ground. This was a veritable 

English thoroughbred, by Regain- -Silvertail. by Wliitenose, duly registered in the English Stud Book, 

Vol. I., p. 17S. lie was foaled in 17-V>, imported in 1 7*14 into Virginia and died there in 177*1. 

Now for the fourth dam. “by im|mrtcd Arabian Banger.” And here we receive a distinct shock. For 
“imported Arabian Ranger” is one and the same horse with Lindsay’s Arabian, above described, lie 
was called Banger while owned in Connecticut, but after being taken to Virginia liis name was changed 
to the more aristocratically-sounding Lindsay’s Arabian. We therefore have this strange knot to 
unravel: Namely— t bat if the pedigree of Wild Medley is correct. Lindsay's Arabian, the sire of his 

second dam. got that mare from another one whose grttndam was by himself! llf course, this is no 
stranger than the story of bis three broken legs and we may say that almost nothing was iut|)ossible 
to so wonderful a horse, which, indeed, seems to be as marvelous in Ins performances as Pegasus, Bucepha- 
lus or any of the equine heroes of classic myth. 

But let tis pass on to the final fifth dam. described as a mare by Old Rockingham. This horse. 
Old Rockingham, is another bona fide one, hut liis breeding is very hazy, lie is said to have been 
by Moreton’s imported Traveller, out of Blossom, an imported mare by Old Sloe, but neither Traveller 
nor Blossom can lie found in the English Stud Book. P.ruei says of Traveller. "Various conjectures have 
arisen respecting the true pedigree of this horse.” All that we can say is that nobody knows 
or ever can know. 

Careful analysis cannot but reveal the fact that this alleged pedigree of Wild Medley's is an impossible 
one. The dates of foaling of many of the animals figuring in it are not known, but with those which 
are we have sufficient data to relegate it to the realm of fiction. But then, it was always considered 
fiction by sotx-r students. Previous to the publication of Bruce’s American Stud Rook, in 1S73, which 
has remained our standard and present authority, the late John II. Wallace, afterward so celebrated as 
an authority on trotting pedigrees, issued Vol. I of liis "Wallace's American Stud Book.” This was in 
lsr,7. And as the venture failed to "pay out” financially no subsequent volume was attempted. Here we

GRAVESEND TRACK FOR RESIDENCES

mon A Co., real estate developers, fur $t»7.Y0*MI.

The sale of the Gravesend race track marks the 
last of the three big tracks that have gone our 
of existence in Kings County since the passage of 
the Ilart-Agnew law during Governor Hughes’ 
administration in Unis. The Brighton Beach prop- 
erty lias Ix-en turned into a bungalow colony and 
the old Slieepshead Bay track was converted into 
the speedway that is now being demolished. 

The Brooklyn Jockey Club course was opened 
thirty-five years ago. with Philip and Michael 
Dwyer as the principal stockholders. Others holding 
stock included James Slievlin. Janies Hyde, Robert 
Furey. Fred Behherger and Charles Cooper.

names of stallions) : 

“27)51. WIl.ll MKDI.KV. foaled Is — : got bv Mendoza, 1 .">38 : dam by Pensacola, is-pji^ g, «j. bv Lind- 
say's Arabian. 1393: by imp. Ken rna tight, sss. ‘with a cross of Itockiiighain and Lindsay’s Arabian.’ 
This horse has been the subject of much controversy, and the above appears to be the most authentic and 
satisfactory account of his imtcruity. Stood several years in the west.” 

Thus Wallace, who used, as the foundation of his stud ltook. the older works of Skinner and 
Kdgur. the pioneer American pedigree compilers. Manifestly we have in Wallace’s version what may 

be termed the "unedited” one. taken direct from tin- old records: while in Krnce's we have the “edited” 
one — there are, by the way. a great many others of this class in Krnce’s work. The alleged sire of 
Wild Medley. Mendoza, is given by Itruee as imported Mendoza, a hor^ foaled in 17SS and fired in 
England by Mr. Kroadhurst: whereas the Mendoza given the number 153s by Wallace and assigned as tin 1 
sire was an American -bred horse, foaled 179 . got by Koxer. son of imported Medley. To further con- 
fuse things Mr. Voslmrgh. in his article, refers to Wild Medley as being “a son of imported Mendoza, 
also called Koxer.” That imported Memloza was ever called Koxer i' rather doubtful, and the fact that 
there was a native Memloza that was by Koxer points to the fact that the “imported” was edited into 
tlie Wild Medley pedigree at the same time when tlie "cross of Knckiiigliam and Lindsay's Arabian 
blood” was “edited” to read “1th dam by imported Arabian Ranger: 5th dam by old Rockingham.” 
There is no wold in Kriice to show will'll imported Mendoza was imported, by whom or where lie stood in 
this country. Wallace, however, says of him: "When or by whom imported is not known; occurs in 

Mississippi and Louisiana pedigrees.” 

It is all a mass of contradictions from start to finish. And the contradictions have been going on 
for nearly a century. t!rey Magic, the sou of Ophelia, by Wild Medley, whose name will never die so 
long as thoroughbreds survive in America, was foaled in 1835 and ran his great races against Wagner 
in 1839. lie was a faster horses than Wagner, but could not stay with him. At that time his pedigree 
was tie' subject of acrimonious discussion, and his critics claimed that iiis “cold blood” was one of the 
factors in his defeat. We may acquit Captain Merry of anything original when lie wrote in his book 
that “the pedigree of Cyoy Magic was always considered spurious.” on account of the Wild Medley cross. 
For that claim was first made when "Hidalgo” was. I suspect, either as yet unborn or at his mother's 
breast. 

I have, at one time and another, made many attempts to verify important American pedigrees of the 
"elder days” of our thoroughbred history. Anybody who has ever dabbled in this branch of turf lore 
knows its fascination once you get interested it is all up with von and you cannot “let go.” It is a 
simple fact that the foundation volumes of the American Stud Kook are honeycombed with apocryphal, 
mythical and absolutely impossible pedigrees. As Mr. Yosburgh has himself pointed out, there is excuse 
for this. breeding and racing went on for generations befrtre we had a real Stud Kook: during that 
time the wars of the Revolution and tlie Rebellion caused chaos and many invaluable private and public 
records were lost. In this manner a host of genealogies disappeared, so far as authentic proof of them 
was concerned. This is much to be lamented, even at this date, when those times seem so far distant as 
almost to be prehistoric. That many short pedigreed hers, s were truly thoroughbred, as Mr. Yosburgh 
argues, we may accept as certain- that opinion is both rational and probable. Rut at the same time, 
that tile pedigree fakers were legion and that they invented, revised, “edited” and "improved” a host of 
pedigrees, many of them important ones, cannot be doubted. 

What is more, the same thing is true of tlie foundation pedigrees of the Mnglish Stud Kook. From 
time to time some iconoclast a rises to mention this, but iie is always frowned upon, either for idealistic 
or materialistic reasons. Tin* idealists like to b* li. ve that the modern Kritisli thoroughbred is a pure- 
bred descendant of the Oriental Arab and Itarb; while the materialists would like to have this believed 
for very palpable motives. As a -matter of fact, such a contention is preposterous and must lie so ad- 
mitted by all who have taken pains to investigate the subject. 

All these things, however, in no way affect the value or the merits of the American and Kritisli 
thoroughbreds .’if today, except ill so far as tile action of the Mnglish Jockey flub has been a detri- 
ment to some breeders.

Hut this need not cause any great heart-burning on this side of the water. American horses. American 
owners ami trainers and jockeys, are really out of their element in Luglaiid. w here they may lie suffered, 
but are never really welcomed, lint that will never, in all probability, affect the issue that there is no 
other place on earth where they so long to make themselves felt.

JUMPING BLOOD IN CERTAIN FAMILIES 



Horses of Number One Family Seem Especially 
Gifted with Ability to Jump. 



It seems that Lord Rosebery’s branch of No. 
(1) blood through Illuniinata and Serpentine has 
a special aptitude for jumping, and that inbreeding 
to No. (It tends to improve tlie stock for this 
special lxiiiit. of view. Wrack afforded a fine ex- 
ample of this scheme some years ago. and it was not 
until lie was put to hurdle jumping that his true 
merit was discovered. He is now a successful sire 
in the United States. Bred on similar lines is 
Yertigo. which won the Headley Juvenile Hurdle 
race at Derby la'i Saturday in a large field. He 
ran in blinkers, but now that he lias found it so 
simple’ a matter to run straight and defeat his 
opponents, lie can probably di'i>eiiso with the blink- 
ers and repeat bis iierformauce without any nervous 
irregularity. These highly - bred horses are apt to 
lie nervy, but nerve force properly directed is also 
apt to b • all-conquering. As Yertigo is by 8 w,v Il- 
ford. lie start' with an advantage over Wrack, which 
is by Robert lc Diablo. Until these arc No. (It 
sires, but it will not be disputed that Swynford is 
a 'interior individual to Kols-rt le Diablo, and also 
a nior.* successful stallion. It is a little strange 
that while Swynford and his brother. Harry of 
Hereford, are in Midi demand as fashionable stal- 
lions and justly so — their sire, John o'Gaunt is 
neglected. This should not bo. for John got Kenny - 
more and Torchlight also in his early days at the 
stud, and he certainly might not to lx 1 forgotten 
now. lie will probably profit by his change to 

Shrf field la in* Paddocks, fm- he had a good many 
years at Malton. and nearly all horses deteriorate 
under such conditions. It lias often Im-cii (minted 
out how a continuous stay at Eaton damaged both 
Kcml Or and Ortne. so that after the first two or 
three years their stock began to fall off. Kcml Or 
certainly did something by the way "f an exception 
to prove this rule when lie sired Radium in li is 
old age. but Ortne in his later days never gave us 
any approach l** such stock as Flying Fox and 
Oriiy. There were several brothers to Flying Fox. 
but none of them of much use, with tin* exception 
of Flying Keinur. and lie was not a patch on his 
big brother. 

A WONDERFUL PEDIGREE. 

lly the way. I am assured by a first -class au- 
tlnriiy that 1 was mistaken in "faulting” Harry 
of Hereford’s joints. a< the result of a somewhat 
cursor} look at him in It is- Iwx during the spring of 
this year. As I wrote at the same time, the ques- 
tion i' of no great moment, for the horse’s stock 
are undeniably dean and sound and. with scarcely 
an exception, have shown winning form. I call to 
mind now that when tin* horse was in training I 
myself several times wrote that lit* looked to lie 
an easier subject for his trainer to deal with than 
Swynford had Itcdi. for in* was nothing like so 
heavy, ami hi' joints were not so fleshy. I be- 
lieve this opinion was quite correct so far as it 
went, lint it seems Harry of Hereford was rather 
badly amiss early on in his racing career, and Mr. 
Iaimhtou never had him quite to Ids mind. Even 
'••. however, the colt ran well mi several occasions, 
and never except in good company. Ko all that as 
it may. there is no doubt whatever as to his stud 
siicce'S. or his full subscription list for the coming 
season. And what a pedigree it is that is at the 
back of Swynford and Harry of Hereford! Isin- 
glass and the three classic marcs. Ea Fleelie, Can- 
terbury Pilgrim, and Pilgrimage, are its immediate 
supports. John o’Gattnt was the l*st colt of his 
year and a> a yearling could not well have been 
surpassed . Tristan, tin 1 sjre of Canterbury Pilgrim, 
was a great horse, though outclassed by St. Simon, 
and lie was ii sou of Hermit, which, though he 
failed t > establish a male line in this country, ex- 
ercis'd incalculable influence on the Kritisli Ihor- 
oilghbred iu general, and most particularly ill the 
matter of jumping. Ascetic, by Hermit, was cer- 
tainly one of the best sires of jumpers we have 
ever seen, and it may well lie that Yertigo is not 
a little indebted to Hermit for jumping qualities. 

VALUE OF HERMIT BLOOD. 

Moreover, it. must not be supposed that Hermit 
lias died out in the male line because no represen- 
tatives of that line are available in England. There 
is at least one sire of great distinction in the 
United States, tracing iu male line to Hermit. That 
horse i' Ballot, which proved himself to lie a first- 
class racehorse, both in the States and in tills 
country. He takes the Hermit line through that 
horse’s brilliant son. Friar's Balsam, which but for 
the trouble iu his jaw could not liavcd missed the 
Two Thousand Guineas of Iiis year .Whether Ballot's 
' ai' and daughters comprise any really great in- 
dividuals is 1 iM-licvc, doubtful, hilt they have cer- 
tainly won a large number of races. It is to lie 
noted that Star Shoot, which for several years past 
was the most successful sire iu America, was bred 
on tin* same lines as Swynford and Harry of Here- 
ford. That is to say, he was by Isinglass a Hermit 
marc. The same scheme of breeding hits many 
times proved successful, as witness Sea Breeze. 
Ravciisbiiry. Callinulc. and others by Isonoiiiy dams 
Hermit mares. Writing of Star Shoot, note what 
my friend “Yigihmt” wrote the other day alxiut 
his winning at Hurst Park under a welter burden, 
ridden by the then midget. Johnny Kciff. whose 
weight cloths were so packed that lie could hardly 
carry them and his saddle to weigh iu. The prev- 
alent idea is that dead weight handicaps the 
bearer <>f it pretty badly, but Huggins, who trained 
Star Shoot, was of exactly the opposite opinion, at 
any rate where you have a free-going horse, and a 
good light-weight, jockey. The dead weight, he 
would say. you can pack well on tin* withers, where 
the horse can best carry it. and there it will re- 
main quiet. If you can depend upon your little 
jockey to sit still also, it is far better than to have 
a heavier jockey in the saddle whose movements, 
to '(Hue extent, at any rate, will impede the horse’s 
freedom of action. This reasoning appears to be 
sound, and Huggins certainly had the courage of 
his opinions, and with successful results; but he had 
an exceptionally good light-weight jockey in Johnny 
Reiff. wlio used to sit as 'till a' a mouse and let 
his mounts win their own races, concerning himself 
only in keeping them straight. He certainly made 
quite as miieli of Yolodyovski g' did his brother, 
Lester- indeed, he enabled that colt to reverse the 
ls*gcr running with Derbies not that that is a 
fair test, for it is common knowledge that a dead 
set was made at I-ester Kciff and Yolodyovski in 
the St. I.egcr. and the wonder is that the Derby 
winner was able to finish when* he did— a close 
second. A further instance of the success of No.

General Local Weather Forecast — Following the 
passage eastward of the disturbance of Friday gen- 
erally fair weather will prevail in this forecast dis- 
trict front Wisconsin and Illinois westward to the 
Rockies for the next two or three days. The changes 
in temperature will not he of much importance. 

A storm, which in intensity equals any experi- 
enced this winter, still prevailed in southern Minne- 
sota. South Dakota, northern Iowa and northern Wis- 
consin today. South of a line drawn across Minne- 
sota from a point fifteen miles northwest of the 
Twin Cities to Lake Superior, running south of the 
twin jMiris about thirty miles, came reports of a 
heavy, wet snow and high winds. In northern Iowa 
considerable sleet was reported ; northern Wiscon- 
sin as far south as Madison was covered with snow 
and South Dakota ex|iericneed a blizzard. In the 
Twin Cities electric light and power wires were 
crippled and portions of both cities suffered in- 
convenience from lack of light. Street cars were 
moving with difficulty. Telephone service !«■- 
tween St. Paul and Minneapolis was irregular. Tele- 
graph and long-distance telephone communication 
in all directions was crippled. Pipestone and 
Albert Lea, Minn., recorded the worst storm of 
the season, with over six incites of snow, which 
the wind was piling into huge drifts. 

Traiiscontinetal trains 011 the Chicago. Mil- 
waukee Sc St. Paul road wen* being diverted to the 
Northern Pacific between Minneapolis and Terry. 
Mont., on iceonnt of snow blockades on the former 
road west of Aberdeen. S. D. Through serviee on 
the latter has lieen lied up for two days by heavy 
snow in Montana and South Dakota. 

All records for movement of cotton from Savannah 
, have been broken and the movement is eoiitinning. 
for Savannah i- shipping her cotton to all parts of 
the world, including the Orient. Since August 1. 
the opening of the cotton year, until the tirst week 
in March, eighty-nine cotton sl|ips have been loaded 
there, carrying a total of approximately S50.(Nto 
bales of eottou to foreign eountries. and the port is 
-till lined with vessels taking eottou. though early 
January in former years lias mantcii the end of the 
movement. Despite this heavy shipment, the move- 
ment is continuing at the rate of 25.<K)<) to .'tn.iMtii 
bales weekly for direct export, with almost as much 
being shipped coastwise. 

A representative of the Vossische Zeitioig who 
went over Krupp's huge establishment at Essen re- 
cently states in his report that the number of hands 
employed there is now 45.000. P.efore the war the 
number was so. non. and during the war. owing to 
t lie excessive demand for war material, the number 
was increased to 1 15.000. After the armistice the 
number gradually dropped to 32.000. The con- 
version of the works to pence purposes lias added 
13.000 to that number. In the building where big 
guns were formerly east marine propeller shafts 
are being forged. The firm is devoting much at- 
tention to agricultural machinery. 

Discussion of methods to regain government losses 
resulting from the decision of the Supreme court 
that stock dividends are not taxable, continued be- 
fore the house ways and means committee at Wash- 
ington. Joseph S. McCoy, government actuary, who 
appeared lie fore the committee Thursday, was to lie 
recalled to explain more fully the effect of the 
court decision on government revenues. The com- 
mittee is divided over tin* necessity for additional 
legislation to recoup the losses, both Republicans 
and Democrats holding that the eventual loss in 
revenue will not exceed $35,IK$l.tlOO. 

“Strong remonstrances" have made by the Amer- 
ican government against rulings of the allies' repa- 
rations com mission that under the peace treaty sale 
of certain German property in neutral countries 
may lie forced, if necessary, to satisfy the initial 
payment of the German indemnity. Undersecre- 
tary Folk of the State Department, writing to 
Senator Henderson (deni.) of Nevada, and a"fur- 
tlier protest” was in preparation, as such a con- 
struction of the treaty was contrary to an official 
interpretation exchanged between Germany and the 1 
allied powers. 

An increase of $1(I3.026.X32 in Canadian trade, 
both imports and exports, was made in the eleven 
mouths ending February 29 over the same period a 
year ago. according to statistics announced hy the 
customs department. The total for the last eleven 
mouths was $2.1 10.54S. 5414, as compared with 82. 
mai.621.672 for the same months a year ago. In 
imports the greatest increase was in the total value j 
of dutiable agricultural product*, while in exports j 
increases were shown in domestic agricultural prod- 
ucts. animals, animal products, wood, wood products 
an<l paper. 

Countess Marie Tolstoi, niece of the famous Rus- 
sian author and philosopher, who recently arrived 
at Constantinople as a refugee from Odessa, ap- 
plied to the American Rod Cross for relief. Tlic 
countess, who speaks perfect English, was at once 
placed on the staff of tin- Red Cross, the head- 
quarters of which are on the island of I'roti. in the 
Frinkopos group, and will act as an interpreter. 

A committee of railroad men lia> sent a lengthy 
document to the Spanish government declaring that 
in tlic event railroad rates arc increased and 
higher wages for the men are not given approval 
before Monday next the entire body of railroad 
employes in Spain will strike.
